It was 3 30 o'clock when a general alarm 


waa turned in because of a fire that had 
started in the basement of McNulty's 
Grocery company, located in one of the 
flnost blocks in the city. In a \ery short 
time the flames had spread through the 
whole building and were beyond the con- 


I trol of the local firemen 


Hurried appeals for help were sent to 


Chattanooga and ^ashulle fire depart- 
ments, and aid came from those cities at 
daybreak, and 
the conflagration 
wa& 


gotten unaer control 


The handsomest aud largest block in 


the city was completely destroyed in- 


eluding the Kaox hotel 
Fifty of the 


leading business firms are burned out 


A terrible explosion of dynamite during 


the Sre shattered every building: in the city 
within a radius of a half mile 
Several 


firemen were badly injured 


The loss is estimated at several millions, 


largely falling upon the wholesale houses 
of the city

The bar had 
thereiore considered it proper to bring 
the matter betoro Justice Woodhead, es- 
pecially as he signed the resolutions and 
voted to have tteni so recorded. It would 
be entirely out of place to ask Judge 
Thayer to do this, and under the circum- 
stances Justice Phelpa might not be the 
proper person. It had consequently been 
decided to bring tbe matter before Justice 
Woodhead, that seeming to the bar to be 
quite the proper tbmg under all the cir- 
cumstances. 


Justice Woodhead still failed to see any 


impropriety in the standing justice ot the 
court giving the older if there was any- 
thing to be placed on the court records. 


Mr. Couch said the appeal of the bar 


was. not to Justice Woodhead, but to the 
court. The justice sitting constitutes the 
court, he said, and there was no reason 
why tbe request of the bar should not be 
granted unless someone had changed bis 
mind. 


Justice Woodhead- "I should prefer 


that th« standing justice of the court make 
this order, if he so desires." 


At this point one of the lawyers said: 


"We want to know whether you respect 
the resolutions you signed," but before 
there was any reply from Justice Wood- 
head Mr. Dowlm was on his feet. He 
said this Was not a question of who should 
issue the order. A vote was passed by 
the bar asking the court to place the reso- 
lutions on record, and now the bar had 
come to ask tbe court to conform to its 
unanimous vote Tbe resolutions being- 
highly complimentary to Judge Thayer, it 
would, hardly be in good taste to ask him 
to make tbeordtr. The bar-felt that it 
would be more proper to bring the matter 
before one of the special justices. 


Justice Woodhead replied that he still 


preferred to have the order issued, if it 
was to be i&sued, by Judge Thayer or 
Justice Phelp«, and it this \vas any reflec- 
tion upon himself he was sorry for it. 


Mr. Beer asked: "Do we understand 


that Your Honor lefuses to make the 
order?"
